TR. ROOSEVELT’S recent 
speech at Chapel Hill, N.C., 
seems to indicate that he 
has not yet studied the Novem¬ 
ber election returns. Or if he has, 
he proposes, in spite of the ob¬ 
vious temper of the American 
people, to carry on his so-called 
“liberal" program of recovery and 
reform. Well, perhaps. And then 
perhaps not. The new Congress 
convening in January may, and 
probably will, change his mind 
for him. 

A large block of his own party 
Congressmen have long been out 
of sympathy with his jitterbug 
program, and they with the new 
Republican contingent will be in 
a position to put on the brake 
and bring about some semblance 
of safety. Certain it is that the 
"must proposals" written by Cor¬ 
coran, Cohen, Jackson and Co., 
will not be rubber-stamped by a 
cowed and coerced Congress, 
without reading and debate. And 
he is certain to see some of the 
pet schemes of his Socialist-Com¬ 
munist inner circle advisory 
board thrown in the ash can. 

Which will be all to the ad¬ 
vantage of the American people. 
They are becoming plenty tired 
of this so-called “liberalism," 
which in its final analysis, means 
wasting the substance of the fru¬ 
gal and the efficient, to build up 
an unbeatable political machine. 

It is true, of course, that 
many honest and decent people 
support the Roosevelt administra¬ 
tion because they believe that, 
while it has made mistakes, it 
has acted from good motives, and 
its mistakes have been of the 
head and not of the heart. We 
cannot agree with that. We be¬ 
lieve that the Administration has 
never once acted from a purely 
disinterested, non-political mo¬ 
tive, and that whatever good 
things it has done, if any, were 
purely incidental. 

We indorse any or all the good 
things the government has done 
in the past six years, and if mag¬ 
nified by a hundred diameters, 
we would still indorse any esti¬ 
mate any one would care to make 
of the virtues of the New Deal 
and its promoters, however fan¬ 
tastic it may be. 

We insist, however, that no 
amount of good that the New 
Deal has done, no amount of 
good that any government could 
possibly do, would balance the 
amount of permanent evil— not 
transient evil, but permanent and 


perfectly with the average man's 
disposition to work as little as 
possible, anyway when the gov¬ 
ernment will furnish the neces- j 
sities. If he has any desire to I 
improve his condition it is ex- | 
pressed in his effort to get larger 
subsidies out of the state, rather 
than in effort to restore himself 
to Independence. He doesn’t know 
nor care that the government has 
nothing to give except what it 
takes out of production, and that 
therefore the cost of his pauper¬ 
ization brings production, the 
source of all wealth, just so much 
nearer the point of drying up. 

It is just another case of slave 
economy, such as prevails in 
Europe, but here they are main¬ 
tained as a dead-weight load on 
production for the sake of their 
votes. They are organized and 
required to vote for the one pur¬ 
pose of consolidating their po¬ 
sition of dependence on the state. 

It amounts to a second-hand pau¬ 
per control of the state. That is, 
control by any demagogue who 
can control the paupers. 

The second step in the new po¬ 
litical technique is to raise pau¬ 
perism to the dignity of a recog¬ 
nized and honorable status. To do 
this hhe deserving unfortunates 
must all be lumped together with 
the lazy and the shiftless and all 
classed as blameless unfortunates, 
outrageously victimnized by so¬ 
ciety.

W ATCH out for a drive at 
the 1939 legislative session 
which convenes the first 
Monday in January, to revive the 
One-House Legislature proposal! 

First scheduled for submission 
to the voters at the recent gen¬ 
eral election, but dropped tem¬ 
porarily when it ran into a storm 
of public disapproval, the uni¬ 
cameral legislative plan will be 
brought to the fore again during 
the January session by leftist 
lawmakers seeking a labor-con¬ 
trolled Legislature. 

Current reports indicate that 
the One-House legislative scheme, 
which involves abolition of the 
State Senate—- largely composed 
of rural 'legislators—will be fa¬ 
thered at the forthcoming session 
by Assemblyman Sam Yorty of 
Los Angeles, with Harry Bridges, 
stormy CIO leader, as it most ac¬ 
tive backer.

Co., it has been done, its effec¬ 
tiveness demonstrated, and IT is 
here to stay until it has disin¬ 
tegrated our whole economic and 
polictical structure. 

The first step in the New Deal 
technique was the pauperization 
of vast numbers of the elector¬ 
ate with public money. For the 
first time in our history millions 
& persons have been placed and 
fixed in a class in a government- 
run economy. And the country 
has been led to accept such an 
ecenomy as a heaven-sent refuge 
for irresponsibility. This fits in

Nippon’s Bandmaster-Corn 
poser Tells Spread Of 
American Influence 


Graciously, pronouncing flaw¬ 
lessly the English words he 
knows— although he is stumped 
occasionally by American collo¬ 
quialisms — the composer ex¬ 
plained the trend which started 
20 years ago, bringing German 
and American influence to Japan¬ 
ese music, has today produced a 
new and modern harmony and 
rhythm in the music of his 
country.
